A! tablecloth to look well, should

even an old woolen sihawl that is 
clean and whole. 
The best padding 


is knitted (so-called), is very 
thick 


and soft and washes perfectly. 


T,h«se pads add much to the appear- 


ance of the tablecloth, lessen sounds 
and protect the table. Several thick- 
nesses of newspaper are better than 
nothing in an emergency.

T.he cloth should be white and 


smooth, folded once lengthwise (twice 
sometimes), but with

Lay it exactly in

Half of the beauty , of a well set 
table is in having everything clean 
and straight.
